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is ripe t o  go bef o r e  t he v o t e r s . So I th i n k  it can b e  appealed 
bey o n d  t h e  C o u r t  of Appeals, bu t  t hat wo n ' t  h o l d  u p  a vote.

S E N ATOR CHAMBERS: So w hat is b e i n g  a p p e a l e d  is the
d e t e r m i n a t i o n  of v a l u e  and award. Is that true?

S E N ATOR QUANDAHL: I b e l i e v e  t hat w o u l d  b e  correct, yes.

SENATOR CHAMBERS: Now, w h e n  the v o t e . . .when t his m a t t e r  is put
to the voters, and I see w h e r e  the s t atute allo ws t h a t  and you 
k i nd  of g ot  b e y o n d ...ah e a d  of w h a t  I w as go i n g  t o  d o , step by 
step, the bal l o t  is req u i r e d  to state the amou n t  t h a t ' s  going to 
b e  inv o l v e d  in the c ity t a k i n g  over w h a t e v e r  i t 's g o i n g  to t a k e . 
Isn't that true?

S E N ATOR QUANDAHL: That is true, yes.

S E N ATOR CHAMBERS: A n d  if it's submi t t e d  to the v o t e r s  and they
v o te  aye, at a special ele c t i o n  60 percent, at a general 
e lection a majority, b ut at w h i c h e v e r  vote, at whicheve r 
el e c t i o n  a s u f f icient n u m b e r  say aye, s u ppose w h e n  it's 
appealed, the f i n d i n g  i n...the value, the court reverses. What 
then b e co me s of the vote of the p e ople? Well, first of all, if 
it's r e v e r s e d  and sent b a c k  for f u rther p r o c e e d i n g s  an d  the city 
does n ot a b a n d o n  i t s ...

S E N ATOR CUDABACK: One minute.

S E N ATOR CHAMBERS: ...action, or if the appeal was m a d e  b y  the
u tili t i e s  and the utili t i e s  w ant a d d i tional action, w h a t e v e r  it 
is, a n e w  trial, a n ew d e t e r m i n a t i o n  or whatever, will that 
action go f o rward w i t h o u t  regard to h o w  the p e o p l e  voted?

SENATOR Q U A N D A H L : I'm not sure I u n d e r s t a n d  w h a t ...

SENATOR CHAMBERS: I see where there co u l d  b e  a conflict. I'll
p u t  on ray light so that y o u '11 h ave mor e o p p o r t u n i t y  t h a n  what 
exists in these few seconds t hat are left.

S E N ATOR CUDABACK: Th a n k  you. S e nator Chambers. Senator
Quandahl, on th e  m o t i o n  to recommit.
